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This is a decision on the renewed petition filed on 4 October, 
2006, under 37 CFR 1.137(b). 1 

The petition is DISMISSED. 



Effective December 1, 1997, the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b) now provide that where the delay 
in reply was unintentional , a petition may be filed to revive an abandoned application or a 
lapsed patent pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) .

Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are 
permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover 
letter entitled "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137(b)." This is 
not a final agency decision. 

The application became abandoned on 2 0 February, 2 003, for 
failure to timely file a proper reply to the final Office action 
mailed on 19 November, 2002, which set a three (3) month 
shortened statutory period for reply. An amendment after final 
rejection was filed on 21 April, 2003, but failed to place the 
application in condition for allowance. An Advisory Action was 
mailed on 7 May, 2003. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 18 
June, 2003. 

The statement provided in the petition does not track the 
language required by 37 CFR 1.137(b) (3). Specifically, the 
petition must provide a statement that the entire delay in filing 
the required reply from the due date for the required reply until 
the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) was 
unintentional.
